NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 22 (AP)— 
A blonde former model, who acted

Her father’s lawyer told the jury 
the marriage of Horton “in middle 
life” to a “charming young woman” 
had resulted in a “burning jealousy 
between a daughter and her step- 
mother which poisoned the lives of 
these three people.”

He said the bills were 
passed principally in groceries, 
taverns and filling stations in 
Belleville and other towns includ- 
ing Marion, New Athens, Mur- 
physboro and DuQuoin.

Under this phase, the maximum 
payment in which the Federal 
Government would participate 
would be $50 a month for one 
person; $50 for the first addition- 
al person in a home, and $20 for 
each additional person. States 
would contribute 40 to 75 per cent 
of the cost, in proportion to state 
wealth,

WASHINGTON. Feb. 22 (AP)— 
Talk arose in the House today of 
a possible compromise that would

While party leaders remained 
silent, both northern and southern 
Democrats gave that version of 
an agreement as tentatively ac- 
cepted by Dixie Representatives, 
who hold the balance of power in 
the House. 

Republicans told of offering 
unsuccessfully — this counter- pro- 
posal: the G. O. P. House members 
would vote against the entire civil 
rights program if the southerners 
agreed to help them smash efforts 
to repeal the Taft-Hartley law. 

Under the Democratic agree- 
ment, only an anti-lynch bill would 
get through the House. There 
would be no action on President 
Truman’s request for anti-poll tax 
and anti-job discrimination meas- 
ures. In exchange, the southern- 
ers would vote for a Taft-Hart- 
ley repealer that actually would 
keep “about three fourths” of the 
law. 

Worry Over Labor Law. 

Administration Democrats have 
made no secret of their concern 
over the fate of new labor legis- 
lation, even after forcing a change 
in House rules to prevent a Re- 
publican-Southern Democrat coa- 
lition from bottling up a labor bill 
in the Rules Committee. 

“It is going to be touch and go 
as it is,” one Democrat said. “We 
are going to need every vote we 
can get. 

“It no longer is a case of wiping 
out the Taft-Hartley law com- 
pletely, but of getting rid of only 
a part of it. It looks now like 
we'will do well to repeal any part 
of that law.” 

A leading Southerner said the 
reported compromise “is all in our 
favor,” adding: 

“We will finish by keeping most 
of the Taft-Hartley law and not 
having the most objectionable 
parts of the civil rights program 
thrust upon us.” 

Meanwhile, the Senate Labor 
Committee continued its hearings 
on repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
with Democratic leaders urging 
more speed on the measure. 

CIO Argument for Reciprocity. 

The CIO today called for an ex- 
tension of reciprocal trade agree- 
ments as a protection to American 
labor. 

James B. Carey, CIO secretary- 
treasurer, said lower tariffs would 
not cut wages in the United States 
to the levels that exist in foreign 
countries. a 

The best proof of American 
competitive power is the single 
simple fact that we have been and 
are competing successfully,“ Carey 
said in a statement to the Senate 
Finance Committee, which is 
studying a House- passed bill to 
extend the Reciprocal Trade Pact 
to June 1951. 

“If we can compete successfully 
against foreign competition in for- 
eign markets,” Carey said, “surely 
we can meet fofeign competition 
in our own markets.” 

He added that when American 
corporations “shed crocodile tears” 
over imports depressing wages, 
“their real purpose is to restrict 
imports so they can raise prices 
and increase their own large 
profits.” 

Grange Head on Tariff. 

Albert ss, master of the Na- 
tional Grange, told the committee 
the United States has never had a 
“real tariff policy, just a schedule 
of rates which were inflexible.” 
Passing the extension, he said, 
would “merely serve to assure con- 
tinuance of an unsound and objec- 
tionable situation for another two 
years.” 

However, Goss said, the recip- 
trade agreement program is 
“much superior to the log-rolling

Proposes Total of 


1,054,300 Men in State and Army 
Reserve Units. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (AP)— 
Use of the draft law to boost the 
National Guard and Army reserve 
branches to 1,054,300 men for 
“security” reasons has been urged 
by a civilian-military study com- 
mittee, 

The committee. headed by for- 
mer Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes, said last night the cost 
would be large but “we cannot 
afford a cheaper program.” 

“Our full strength must be main- 
tained to preserve the peace of the 
world,” the committee, named by 
President Truman, said in urging 
the expansion, 

The group proposed an Army 
National Guard of 475,000 and an 
organized reserve corps of 579,300, 
for a total of 1,054,300, with the 
selective service law providing the 


desired strength if necessary. 

The group suggested that the 
states retain control of National 
Guard units. Federalization of the 
guard has been proposed, 

The National Guard now has 
about 287,000 men, far less than 
the 375,000 it had last June when 
volunteers flooded recruiting of- 
fices to avoid the draft. Prewar 
strength was 185,000 men. 

Present reserve strength figures 
were not available. 

Not Substitute for U.M.T. 

A National Guard Bureau 
spokesman said the recommended 
plan would not change the basic 
organization of the guard, but 
would increase the number of men 
in field artillery, infantry and 
other units now operating.

EXPERT FORESEES 
STABLE WAGE-PRICE 
RELATIONSHIP IN 49 


U.S. Statistics Bureau Head 
Says Collapse Like That of 


1920 Is Not Indicated. 


DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 22 (AP) 
—The Government’s chief labor 
statistician foresees “stable and 
healthy” relations between earn- 
ings and prices in 1949. 

Ewan Clague, commissioner of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
addressed a meeting of the Eco- 
nomic Club of Detroit yesterday 
On the trend of prices and Wages. 

The whole relationship between 
price reductions and wages, 
Clague said, “leads us to believe 
that the readjustment need not 
be violent or extreme, and that it 
can bring us to the threshold of 
a period of stable and healthy 
price-incoMe relationships.” 

Clague told his audience “it does 
not now look ag if this is the be- 
ginning of a price collapse. like 
that of 1920.” 

“If there are some points of 
similarity, there are more points 
of difference between 1949 and 
1920,” he continued, 

Clague said price supports were 
a factor in the present price lev- 
els. But “an even more important 
difference is that the economy 
now is supported by a volume of 
purchasing power from many 
sources, which was conspicuously 
lacking in 1920. 

“For one thing, consumers’ pur- 
chasing power is vastly greater. 
The real weekly earnings of fac- 
tory workers in 1949 are about 50 
per cent higher than in 1920. Em- 
ployment is very high, and loss of 
purchasing power from unemploy- 
ment is partially offset through 
unemployMent compensation. Gov- 
ernment expenditures for exports 
and for the military establishment 
are important and assured sources 
of demand. 

“In contrast to the heavy specu- 
lative inventories accumulated 
after the first World War, inven- 
tories today are prudently and 
conservatively managed. . 2

Machine. 


Police Sgt. Edward J. Papin Jr., 
was shot and wounded seriously 
in a revolver fight with two auto- 
mobile thieves when he stopped 
to question the men beside a 
stolen automobile in Maryland ave- 
nue, near Newstead avenue, early 
today. 

He told policemen who hurried 
to his assistance after the shoot- 
ing that he had wounded one of 
his assailants, but that both men 
fled on foot. Papin was wounded 
in the back, the bullet puncturing 
a lung and striking the spine. 

Papin was Acting Lieutenant of 
Newstead Avenue Station last 
night, and was driving alone in a 
police car on a tour of the dis- 
trict. Driving east in Maryland 
avenue at 12:30 a.m., he saw a 
1948 Studebaker machine at the 
curb several hundred feet east of 
Newstead avenue. A man stand- 
ing in the street beside the 
machine was peering under the 
raised hood. A second man sat at 
the wheel, and the door on the 
driver’s side was open. 

Halting the police car beside 
the other automobile, Sgt. Papin 
got out and questioned the man 
in the street. He examined the 
man’s state driver's license, noting 
that it had been issued to a resi- 
dent of Dexter, Mo. He then 
turned his flashlight on the man 
behind the wheel and ordered him 
to get out. 

The man reached to the floor of 
the car, came up with a revolver 
and began firing rapidly at close 
range. As Sgt. Papin whirled 
away, reaching for his own re- 
volver, he was shot in the left 
side of the back. The other man 
then grappled with Papin, who 
fired at him. The man slipped to 
his knees, but held onto the offi- 
cer. The man in the machine, who 
had fired five quick shots, scram- 
bled out and ran south through 
an areaway. Papin continued to 
struggle with the other man, but 
lost his grip and the man broke 
—— and ran north through a 


yard, 

After the men fled, Sgt. Papin 
walked to à police box at New- 
stead and Maryland and called 
Newstead District. Fellow offi- 
cers found him lying on the side- 
walk. He told the first officer to 
reach his side: “They got me, but 
I got one of them.” At City Hos- 
pital a .32-caliber bullet was re- 
moved from his back and blood 
plasma was administered.

UP TO 2 BILLIONS 
FOR MILITARY AID

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22 (UP)— 
The Administration is planning to 
ask Congress for authority to 
spend from $1,200,000,000 to $2,000,- 
000,000 on military aid to free 
nations throughout the world, it 
was learned today. 

A special inter-departmental 
committee headed by Assistant 
Secretary of State Ernest A. Gross 
is now working on such a bill. It 
will be submitted to Congress as a 
“trailer” to the North Atlantic 
security pact, 

Under the tentative measure, 
the Government would be author- 
ized to spend about $1,000,000,000 
on military aid to nations par- 
ticipating in the proposed North 
Atlantic treaty, Present negotia- 
tors include Canada, Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg. 

Greece in Second Group. 

Another $200,000,000 to $1,000,- 

000,000, it was said, would be ear- 
marked for Greece, Turkey, Ko- 
res, Latin-America and possibly 
ina, 
There is strong sentiment with- 
in the Administration to ask Con- 
gress to give President Truman 
the right to determine when, where 
and how this aid is to be given 
out. Such a “blank check” ar. 
rangement, it was said, would al- 
low the Administration to keep 
the aid program “pliable.” 

Under such a law, the Govern- 
ment would be able to extend new 
military aid to China, for example, 
if and when it decided that the

Several members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee said they 
favor the strongest sort of Pledge 
possible—short of an automatic 
war declaration—that this coun- 
try will back its friends in Europe 
if they are threatened by Com- 
munist aggression. 

It is their view that the tenta- 
tive treaty language, as shown the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee last week by Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, is satisfac- 
tory—if it is not weakened in Sen- 
ate debate. 

Some Senators fear the drive to 
get approval of the treaty by the 
necessary two-thirds Senate vote 
might bring some between-the- 
lines interpretationg that would 
destroy its psychological useful- 
ness.

American “bold new program” pro- 
posals for following up President 
Truman’s economic “Fair Deal” 
are still secret, but this corre- 
spondent is able to give highlights 
of the speech Assistant Secretary 
of State Willard L. Thorp will 
make before the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council. 

Nothing on the docket at the 
UN. is awaited with greater in- 
terest. 

Thorp will give the preliminary 
answer to the question: What will 
the United States do specifically 


to develop backward areas? 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000. 

As now planned, at least $50,- 
000,000 and not more than $100,- 
000,000 will be used to put the 
“bold new program” on its feet. 
This money will be earmarked for 
what might be called the archi- 
tects’ plans for improving re- 
pressed areas. In no way will the 
United States go into the business 
of subsidizing backward areas. In 
no way will it set up any economic 
plan in competition with the Mar- 
shall plan for European recovery. 

Thorp, it is learned, will an- 
nounce that the United States 
proposed to spread its economic 
help in two ways. 

1. Through the U.N. secretariat. 
Thorp will propose that a definite 
amount of American money be al- 
lotted the secretariat, Congress 
willing, for amplifying economic 
surveys already under way. The 
U.N. will do the wor!: of assessing 
backward areas and cecide on pri- 
ority targets. Thorp will ask that 
. survey be finished early in

2. By direct help from the 
United States. Acting on the 
premise that it should not put all 
its eggs in one basket, the United 
States plans to act directly in cer- 
tain cases. The United States is 
not seeking areas for American 
development, but it does feel that 
there is enough scope for speci- 
fied direct action. Applicants 
would seek aid from the United 
States and, if accepted, would get 
specialized help from teams of 
experts and specialists. This

BILL NOT EXPECTED 
TO PASS AS DRAWN

about six billion dollars in pay- 
roll taxes. 

Truman recommended boosting 
the present 1 per cent payroll tax 
for Social Security, collected from 
employes’ pay and employers’ pay- 
rolls, to 1% per cent each next 
July 1 and to 2 per cent next 
Jan. 1, with the tax to be applied 
against the first $4800 of a work- 
er’s income instead of the present 


The contribution rate of the 
self-employed to be brought into 
the program would be 2% per 
cent. 

Main Proposals Listed. 

Here are the main provisions of 
the bill: 


1. The old-age and survivors | 


insurance program would be ex- 
panded to include a wide range 
of workers not now covered, 
such as farmers, small business 
men, doctors, lawyers and other 
self-employed persons, domestic 
service workers, and federal 
employes not covered under a 
federal retirement plan. 


2. Maximum insurance bene- 
fits, on retirement, would be in- 
creased from the present $85 to 
$150. The minimum would go up 
from $10 to $25. 


3. The retirement age for wom- 
en would be reduced from 65 
to 60; for men it would remain 
at 65. 

4. A retired person could re- 
ceive $50 a month in earnings 
without loss of his benefits—in- 
stead of $15. 


5. All needy persons would 
get direct federal grants, instead 
of just needy aged, the blind, 
and dependent children, as at 
present. Such payments—with 
the Federal Government and the 
state each contributing a share— 
would go as high as $100 for a 
man and his wife and $20 for 
each additional person in the 
family. 


6. Standards of assistance 
would continue to be determined 
by the states, but federal aid 
would be extended on a basis of 
per capita income in the states. 
States with the lowest per capita 
income would get the largest 
shares of federal aid. 

Some members of Congress 
voiced doubt privately over bring- 
ing farm and domestic workers 
into the program, because of the 
difficulty of collecting the security 
tax from them (that is the reason 
these and the self-employed were 
left out in the first place.) 

Some expressed doubt, too, that 
Congress will vote to jump the 
payroll tax to 2 per cent on em- 
ployer and employe. The tax is 
due to go up. automatically to 1% 
per cent next January.

MOSCOW, Feb. 22 (AP)—The 
Russians have published a book 
under the name of Annabelle Bu- 
car, resigned United States Em- 
bassy employe, which makes state- 
ments like these: 

That United States Ambassa- 
dor Walter Bedell Smith oper- 
ated in the black market and 
ordered Russian employes in 
the embassy to sell for him such 
things as gold coins, watches 
and fountain pens. 

That large speculators at the 
embassy go back to the United 
States with “tens of thousands 
of dollars worth” of art, illegal- 
ly exported. 

That a United States State 
Department clique is trying to 
foment war with Russia. 

That some State Department 
employes are “Germanophiles.” 

Miss Bucar is a former Pitts- 
burgh University student from 
Clairton, Pa., who quit a year ago 
as administrative assistant in the 
United States Information Serv- 
ice. In her letter of resignation 
she said embassy policy was di- 
rected against the Russians. At 
the same time she revealed she 
had been married for 13 months 
to Konstantin Lapshin, a Rus- 
sian singer. She lives in Moscow 
now and is the mother of a son. 
The 132-page book, published by 
the Literary Gazette, is called 
“The Truth About American Dip- 
lomats.” It is dedicated “to the 
bright memory of my mother.” 
The book claimed that “large 
speculators” at the embassy go 
back to the United States with 
“tens of thousands of dollars often 
in the form of valuable art pro- 
ductions illegally exported.”

Miss Strong spent part of 1946 
and 1947 in China before return- 
ing to the United States for the 
presidential election, in which she 
campaigned for Henry Wallace, 
Progressive party candidate for 
President.

A new approach lighting sys- 
tem for use under conditions of 
poor visibility will be installed 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field by the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
it was announced today in Wash- 
ington. The system here is sched- 
uled to be the ninth in the coun- 
try. 

The first installation is to be at 
Los Angeles Municipal Airport, 
where work is to start by July 1. 
A date has not been set for a be- 
ginning on the work here. The 
CAA will put in at least 11 such 
systems, each costing about $40,000 
and utilizing 600 lamps. The lights 
used were developed by General 
Electric Co., and are of the same 
type but about twice the candle- 
power of an ordinary sealed beam 
automobile headlight. 

The system, known as “slope 
line’ lighting because it appears 
to the pilot as two lines of light 
converging on the end of the run- 
way, is used in conjunction with 


instrument ding systems or 
ground controlled approach equip- 


ment of the 8 already at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. The installa- 
tion here is to be at the north end 
of the northeast-southwest run- 
way, which also has the instru- 
ment landing equipment installed, 

In conditions of low visibility 
the pilot is guided through the 
overcast toward the end of the 
runway by the instrument landing 
system or ground controlled ap- 
proach. With a 400-foot ceiling 
the pilot can see the slope line 
lights from a distance of about 
3000 feet and follow it for the re- 
mainder of the distance to the 
runway. At present high inten- 
sity red neon lights extend from 
the end of the instrument runway 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field as a 
guide during the final approach 
in inclement weather. 

Cities at which slope lines lights 
are to be installed, in addition to 
Los Angeles and St. Louis and in 
their tentative order, are Chicago, 
New Tork, Washington, Seattle, 
Newark, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Houston and either Nashville or 
Atlanta. 

The Air Line Pilots Association, 
which has as members about 8000 
pilots and co-pilots of commercial 
airliners, is opposed to the slope 
lighting system.

Flyers Out to 


This is the third of a series of 
excerpts from the book “Field, 


where it is most abundant in 
the West, is a handsome bird, 
weighing from two pounds to two 
and a half pounds, sometimes 
nearly three when it has reached 
nature size. It is a delicious bird 
on the table, either when split and 
broiled while young, the flesh be- 
ing then white, or roasted when of 
full size. 

The pinnated grouse is a bird 
of the grassy plains and great 
prairies, and does not frequent 
the w save on frosty 
mornings, when it may be seen 
perched on trees near the edges 
of the groves. At such times, too, 
it will be seen’ perched on fences 
and corn-shocks. 


It is my firm belief, from ob- 
servations made for many years 
about the time of the breeding 
season, that the pinnated grouse 
is polygamous, like our domestic 
cocks and hens. I have never 
seen them pafred off as quail are. 
Early in the spring the cocks are 
together in gangs. They get on 
hilly places, swell out their necks, 
and make a booming noise, which 
can be heard at a considerable 
distance. At this time, too, they 
fight with each other like game- 
cocks. The hens at the same sea- 
son are to be found in gangs, but 
not on the same ground as the 
cocks. While the latter congre- 
gate on the hills the hens remain 
on the prairie, and go into the 
corn-fields to feed. 


A great deal of corn remains 
standing all the winter in the 
West, and is not shucked until it 
is time to plough and plant again. 
The grouse mostly roost in the 
long grass of rich bottom-lands. 


Ten to 18 Eggs in Nest. 


About the last of April and be- 
ginning of May the hens make 
their nests. I have found one on 
the tenth of May containing as 
many as eight eggs. The nest is 
made on the ground, and formed 
of a little grass, and is a good 
deal like that of a domestic hen 
when she makes one in the fields. 
When the hen-grouse can con- 
veniently get to the prairie, they 
build in that grass. When they 
cannot, they build in the fields, 
and often in patches of weeds. In 
the bottoms, which are generally 
wet at that season, the nests are 
made on tussocks of thick grass 
which rise above the surface. 


The hens which have had their 
nests destroyed floods, 
prairie-burning, or the plough, 
commonly build again, but their 
broods are late, and usually of 
small number. The hen lays from 
12 to 18 eggs, white in color, and 
about the size of those of a ban- 
tam hen, and she sets 21 days, 
the same ag barn-door fowl. The 
young run as soon as hatched; 
and if a man or a dog should go 
near where they are, they will 
hide and skulk: under the grass, 
even on the first day, while the 
old hen will try to lead the in- 
truder away. They feed on in- 
sects for the most part, the old 
hens catching them at first for 
the young chicks. The latter, 
however, soon learn to catch them 
for themselves. They are ‘not 
hatched until early in June, at 
the earliest; and on the fourth of 
July, in a favorable season, «I

the grouse, and presents eonsid- | 


erable difficulty to the shooter. 
There are commonly corn fields 
at no great distance, and if they 
fly into the corn when flushed in 
the stubbies or the prairie, it is 
very difficult to kill them. It is, 
on the whole, better to let them 
go as not attainable. Men can- 
not shoot well in tall corn; dogs 
can do but little in it, even the 
best of dogs, at that season, and 
young ones are utterly. useless, 
as they can neither see you nor 
you them, and no instructions 
can be given to them. 

At the beginning of the shoot- 
ing season the grouse will be 
found at early morning in the 
stubbles. About nine or 10 o’clock, 
when the sun has got high and 
the morning hot, the grouse leave 
the stubbles and bean patches, 
and walk into the long prairie- 
grass or into the corn. On such 
days, in clear weather, at that 
season of the year, it is best to 
give over shooting about 10 
o'clock, and lie by until late in 
the afternoon, when you may pur- 
sue your sport again with pros- 
pects of success, and fill up your 
bag. To continue after grouse 
in the middle of the day is merely 
to distress your dogs and to fa- 
tigue yourself for nothing. There 
is no scent, and the grouse will 
not lie in the open prairie. 

But on damp, cloudy days the 
case is altogether different. The 
birds then remain in the stubbles 
all day, unless flushed and driven 
into the corn; the dogs can work 
and scent better; and under these 
Overcast skies are the best and 
most glorious days of the grouse- 
shooter in the early part of the 


season. 
Shoot, Rest and Shoot. 

Later in the fall and at the be- 
ginning of winter the habit of the 
grouse is different, and will be 
specially noticed further on. A 
cloudy day, cool air, the dogs feel- 
ing and working well, plenty of 
grouse in the stubbles, and the 
sportsman out of the glaring sun- 
shine and able to shoot deliber- 
ately and well, make great enjoy- 
ment and a good bag. On the 
clear days, when the grouse have 
left the stubblies for the prairie- 
grass and corn, instead of shoot- 
ing all the time until you are 
tired, as you will be before night, 
until you have been seaSoned and 
got into hard condition of muscle 
and wind, lay off in some house, 
or your comp, or in your wagon 
in the shade, if you can find it, 
until about four or half-past four 


by | o’clock in the afternoon. 


Then it will be time to begin to 
beat the stubbles again. 
grouse will have come, or will be 
coming, on to them again from 
the resorts in which they spent 
the hot hours of the day; and you 
and your dogs, being refreshed 
and rested, will be in good fettle 
for the sport. The sun will get 
low, and finally go down over the 
distant swells of land to the west- 
ward; the dew will begin, insen- 
sibly to you, to fall; the dogs will 
find the birds easily, they will 
lie well, and you may shoot as 
long as you can see in the twi- 


light.

The cost of living index on all 
Items, based on the 1938 average, 
declined in this period from 144.1 
to 143.6. This was the first break 
in a steady rise since currency 
reform last June. 

Meanwhile unemployment in the 
American and British zones rose 
to 944,200. In Berlin the number 
of jobless in the blockaded west-

Testimony of the witness, Byr! 
A. Whitney, research director of 
the brotherhood and a cousin of 
its president, A. F. Whitney, was 
of particular interest because the 
Administration substitute for the 
Taft-Hartley Act borrows heavily 
from the Railway Labor Act in its 
provisions for dealing with strikes 
which create national emergencies. 

Whitney’s presence afforded an 
opportunity for Senator Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri, to question how 
effective the Railway Labor Act, 
passed in 1926, has been in pre- 
venting national emergencies 
caused by strikes in that industry. 

Whitney thought it had worked 
“pretty well” over the years. Don- 
nell, on the other hand, stressed 
the two-day strike which tied up 
the nation’s railroads in 1946 and 
the threatened national strike last 
year. 

Last year’s threatened strike 
was averted when the President 
seized the railroads and obtained 
an injunction. The 1946 strike 
ended as President Truman was 
asking Congress, assembled in an 
extraordinary joint session, to 
draft strikers into the Army. 

In the Railway Labor Act, as in 

e Thomas bill to repeal the Taft- 
Hartley Act, the last step set out 
in the statute for resolving a dis- 
pute is the appointment by the 
President of an emergency board 
to recommend terms of settlement. 
The theory is that the moral force 
of public opinion would impel the 
disputants to accept those terms. 

Donnell Brings Up 1946 Strike. 

Whitney’s union was not in- 
volved in the 1948 railroad strike 
threat, as Donnell addressed him- 
self to the 1946 dispute in which 
the trainmen and locomotive en- 
gineers struck for two days.

he? Donnell asked. Whitney agreed 
that was “partly true,” but added 
that no attempt had been made to 
settle it except on the terms of the 
railroads. 


When Donnell said his objection 
to the Thomas bill was that it, as 
was true of the Railway Labor 
Act, didn’t have any “teeth” in it, 
Whitney snapped back at him:

“What you are saying is that 
whenever capital and labor are 
unable to agree, let’s put labor in 
jail and do nothing to capital. I

Powers of Seizure. 

Beyond the statutory provisions 
for dealing with natfonal emer- 
gency strikes, the Administration 
is contending there are inherent 
powers in the presidercy to take 
whatever action may be needful in 
the public interest. Donnell wanted 
to know what Whitney had to say 
about that theory. Whitney said 
he had made no study of it and 
didn’t consider himself an expert. 

“I think there have been in- 
stances in the states in which the 
governors have stepped in and 
taken over but they did not force 
workers to work for private profit,” 
he said, citing this as possibly an 
analogous situation. 

“If you put something in the 
law that the profits will not flow 
to private owners but into the till 
of the United States Treasury 
when the employes are forced by 
the Government to work—if you 
did that I think you would find

The Norris-LaGuardia Act, 
signed by President Hoover, ruled 
out virtually all labor injunctions. 
The Taft-Hartley Act amended 
the Norris-LaGuardia Act to pro- 
vide for labor injunctions in cer- 
tain unfair labor practice cases 
and in national emergencies. 

A. F. tney’s Statement. 

A. F. Whitney, the brotherhood 
president, contended in his state- 
ment that the Taft-Hartley Act, 
passed in 1947, was the modern 
counterpart of the “open shop” 
era of the 1920s fostered by indus- 
trial monopolists to protect their 
monopoly. 

“It must never be forgotten,” he 
said, “that workers have a far 
greater incentive to maintain pro- 
duction than employers and ab- 
sentee owners have. In a strike 
or lockout situation the workers 
involved suffer every inconven- 
ience that every other citizen suf- 
fers, and in addition they lose 
their pay for the time they are 
out of work. Employers and their 
representatives seldom miss a pay 
check or skip a meal. 

“The Taft-Hartley Act aggravates 
this situation and with its court 
procedures and Government by in- 
junction undertakes to make the 
worker completely helpless against 
the arrogant employer who al- 
ready has too little incentive to 
seek peaceful settlement of dis- 
putes with his employes.” 

‘Parity Wage’ Plan Urged. 
The other witness of the day 
was J. T. Sanders, legislative 
counsel for the National Grang@ 
the oldest national organization of 
farmers. The Grange at its con- 
vention last November went on 
record as generally supporting the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

Sanders’s most novel proposal 
was to pass along a policy state- 
ment adopted at that convention 
which recommended to organized 
labor the adoption of a “parity 
wage,” automatically 
semi-annually to the cost of living. 
Major farm crops, of course, are 
supported by the government at a 
percentage of parity, usually 90 
per cent. Parity ig considered to 
be a price which brings a return 
to the farmer, in terms of real

Organized labor has generally 
resisted tying wages to the cost- 
of-living index in the manner sug- 
gested by the Grange, although 
the current contract of the Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. with the.

The latter, headed by the naval 
attache, Capt. Preston V. Mercer, 
are vociferously pro-Spanish, see- 
ing the issue of Spanish aid ex- 
clusively in the light of military 
expediency. 

Culbertson, for his part, follows 
the cautious State Department 
line, which is to do little, if any- 
thing, until the United Nations 
General Assembly rescinds the 
1946 resolution calling on all mem- 
bers to withdraw their ambassa- 
dors and heads of missions from 
Madrid and barring Spain from 
participation in the U.N, 

The prevailing embassy view 
might be put as follows: 

“We are not trying to kick 
Franco out. We have come around 
to the factual realization that at 
present there is no alternative to 
Franco, What we do want is some 
political and economic lberaliza- 
tion of the country. Politically a 
lot of things stink. They should 
lessen the stink.” 

Another American source spoke 
rather bitterly of the parade of 
Congressmen and business men 
through Madrid last fall. 

“There ought to be a law against 
such junkets,” he said. “They 
eome here and ask Franco for a 
grocery list of what he needs. 
Naturally, Franco thinks they rep- 
resent American public opinion. 
That pulls the rug right eut from 
under us.” 

Influx of Generals, 

Another embarrassment to the 
embassy has been a recent influx 
of visiting generals. Undoubtedly, 
most of these soldiers had noth- 
ing on their minds but a bit of 
Spanish sun and a quiet game of 
poker, but Spaniards have been 
reading more devious motives into 
this invasion of brass. They see 
it as preparation for the re-equip- 
ment and training of the Spanish 
army so it can halt the Soviet 
army on the “Pyrenees line.” 


The military’s argument runs 
as follows: (1) The Iberian penin- 
sula is a natural bridgehead and 
the nees range offers an excel- 
lent defense line: (2) Franco could 
put a million men in the field: 
(3) Spanish air and naval bases 
are of vital importance to the 
counter-offensive. 

Point 1 seems unassailable. Run- 
ning with only six narrow breaks 
from the Mediterranean to the 
Bay of Biscay, the Pyrenees form 
about as good a natural bastion as 
you can find anywhere in the 
world. A good secondary defense 
line is afforded by the steeply- 
banked Ebro river. And remem- 
ber, says the miltary, loss of 
Spain means loss of the Mediter- 
ranean, 

However, 10,000 miles of new 
road would have to be built be- 
hind the Pyrenees, and the Span- 
ish railrodds, which are in fright- 
ful condition, must be completely 
overhauled. 

The government boasts, with 
seeming justification, that Com- 
munists in Spain are numerically 
insignificant and that the Soviets 
would find a much weaker fifth 
column here than in Italy and 
France. A small band of not more 
than 30 continues to operate in 
northern Spain; otherwise the 
country is completely pacified. 

N Army. 

Spain now has a standing army 
of about 350,000. Only one class 
ef eonscripts (1947) is currently 
in service. The Government claims 
that with total mobilization the 
armed services could be expanded 
to 2,500,000. | 

Our military observers say that 
while Spain might be able to put 
a million men in the field, it could 
not equip half that number.

Should federal tax money be used to main 
tain a lobby for any single group? That is the 
question being asked by James G. Patton, presi- 
dent of the National Farmers’ Union. Mr. Pat- 
ton wants the in question—the American 
Farm Bureau Federation—divorced from the De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Extension Service, 
through which it fattens at federal expense. 

The Farm Bureau's power is the result of a 
mistake the Federal Government made 35 years 
ago and state governments several years before 
that. When the states appointed the first coun- 
ty agents, they stipulated that the farmers in 
every county must organize and pay part of the 
agent’s expenses. On joining in the program, 
the Federal Government accepted this arrange- 
ment. Soon after, the county organizations of 
farmers became state farm bureau federations 
and organized themselves nationally into the 
American Farm Bureau Federation. As such, 
it is a mammoth political machine, with ‘sub- 
servient county agents compelled to do its bid- 
ding at the literal grassroots of the nation. 

At the Farm Bureau's bidding, and in viola- 
tion of the Agriculture Department’s rules, 
county agents have organized county farm bu- 
reaus, Generally, the Farm Bureau has claimed 
credit for all the payments the farmers have re- 
ceived from the Government, and suggested that 
if the farmers want to keep on receiving them 
they had better sign up. County agents have 
collected dues for the bureau, and carried vot- 
ers to the polls to vote for its candidates. 

As Gladys Baker wrote in- “The County 
Agent,” the tendency has been for the Farm Bu- 
reau to exclude lower-income farmers and put 
pressure on the county agent to give members 
better service than non-members. “The county 
farm bureau is usurping his (the county agent’s) 
time . thereby tending to limit his service to 
a minority group of farmers least in need of 
government assistance,” Miss Baker wrote. “The 
Farm Bureau,” Fortune magazine reported, “is a 


private lobby sponsored and supported by the. 


government it seeks to influence.” 

Senator Eastland of Mississippi is the kind of 
public official this private lobby produces—Sen- 
ator Sparkman of Alabama the kind it fights. 
Its machinations were studied for three years by 
a committee appointed by then Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson and the Association of 
Land Grant Colleges and Universities, through 
whose institutions the Extension Service is ad- 
ministered. The conclusions were that the tieup 
of Extension and Federation should be dis- 
solved. More power to President Patton of the 
Farmers’ Union in his efforts to dissolve it! 
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How Serious Is Unemployment? 

Unemployment figures are closely watched in 
a country that lived through 1929-33, and the 
current estimate of 3,000,000 out of work is not 
to be taken lightly. This exceeds the previous 
reconversion peak of 2,700,000 in March 1946. 
It is an 83 per cent increase since last October. 

Part of the increase is, of course, seasonal. 
January and Febfuary are normally slack months. 
From 1936 through 1940, February on the aver- 
age showed 932,000 fewer persons employed than 
in the previous December. Even in the war year 
of 1942, employment in February was 610,000 
lower than in the preceding December. 

Employment in February, 1947, was 500,000 
lower than in the previous October; the drop 
from October, 1947, to February, 1948, was 
nearly 1,000,000. This time the decline is nearly 
1,400,000. 

Part of the drop is undoubtedly caused by the 
fact that some businesses, such as the automo- 
bile industry, are finally finishing off the back- 
logs of demand inherited from the war years. 
Other factors are ‘a natural letdown in retail 
trade, low farm activity and curtailment of con- 
struction because of weather conditions. 

There are those who already magnify this phe- 
nomenon into a “Truman depression.” A soberer 
view, however, is that only 5 per cent of the 
labor force are out of jobs, and that 3 per cent 
is about as low as unemployment of people be- 
tween jobs has ever been brought in peacetime.

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Judge Blair’s Telephone Ruling 

Because of its strange hand of the South- 
western Bell rate case, the State Public Service 
Commission stands rebuked by Judge. Sam C. 
Blair of Cole County Ciredit Court. Judge Blair 
has turned the case back for further hearing. 

This court ruling flowg out of the fact that the 
grant of rate increases tested on the opinion of 
two commissioners, a minority, until the day be- 
fore the new rates took effect. Agnes Mae Wil- 
son's concurring statement was so belated that 
St. Louis, Kansas City and ether comrlainants 
protested they had no time toe dispute her con- 


clusions. Judge Blair agrees that this complaint 


is just. 

“I am not prepared,” says Judge Blair, to 
rule that the final report and order . . . does not 
meet the requirement of oti statutes.” Thus, he 
takes no sides on the merits in the rate increase 
itself. This may tempt the commission merely 
to fix up the formalities dnd let the substance 
of the decision remain unchanged. Those who 
think the phone company never proved its case 
may take heart, however, from the fact that 
Judge Blair also called the commission’s conduct 
“arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious.” 


It was that, certainly, in more ways than 
Judge Blair's ruling covered. For example, copi- 
ous facts and arguments were presented which 
showed that depreciation fdnds should be fully 
deducted from the rate base. The Osburn- 
Williams and Wilson opinions do not rebut or 
even discuss this evidence; they ignore it. Simi- 
lar brush-off treatment was given to the South- 
western company’s questionable holding com- 
pany fee to A. T. & T., to substantial expense de- 
ductions proposed by the commission's own 
staff and experts, and to other material evi- 
dence. As a result, the decision has the strong 
color of taking money from telephone subscrib- 
ers without granting them due processes of law. 


Courts are rightly reluctant to question the 
substance of utility decisions when it @an be 
avoided, and Judge Blair has ruled on only a 
narrow procedural issue. His order, however, 
gives the commission a chance to eliminate 
other “arbitrary, unreasonable and capricious” 
things. Here is the commission's opportunity to 
stop ignoring the major issues of the case—the 
chance to show that the rate award either has a 
sound basis, or to modify the award. And unless 
the commission embraces this opportunity, the 
complaining cities cannot, in fairness to their 
citizens, refrain from going back to court with 
their deeper grievance.

In such “unjustifiable purposes” the 
President places a jurisdictional strike, and 
in his 1949 annual message he said: “Juris- 
dictional strikes and unjustifiable second- 
ary boycotts should be prohibited.” 

Traditionally, labor has carried on a sec- 
ondary boycott by publishing the name of 
a struck plant in “Unfair” or “We Don’t 
Patronize” lists. The courts long held that 
procedure a violation of the anti-trust laws 
by interfering with interstate commerce. 

The father of Senator Taft, in his very 
last day in the White House, vetoed a bill 
for anti-trust exemption to trade unions, 
and his veto message quoted remarks in 
the House by Representative Madison in 
1910: 

“The laws of this country are liberal to 
the workingman. He can ,.. apply the 
direct boycott, but when it comes to going 
further and so acting as to impede and 
obstruct the natural and lawful course of 
trade in this country, then the law 
he shall stop.”

“At 
most they could hold out two 
weeks along the Pyrenees,” I was 
told. 

The Navy (30,000 officers and 

‘men, including a small force of 
marines) has five old cruisers, 18 
destroyers, five submarines and 
50 auxiliary craft. The warships 
possess no modern fire-control 
equipment and no radar. 

The air force (3800 officers, 688 
officer trainees, 35,270 enlisted 
men) has 350 fighters, all obsolete. 
Most of them are of German, Ital- 
jan and Russian origin, relics of 
the civil war. The newer ones 
came from Germany—Junkers 52s 
and 88s and Messerschmitt 109s. 
They would look pretty foolish 
against jet-propelled aircraft, of 
which Spain has none. 

There are only 1300 trained 
pilots. Trained navigators, bom- 
bardiers and radio operators num- 
ber 103. 

Effect on Budget. 

Dilapidated as they are, the 
three services manage to eat up 
31 per cent of the total national 
revenue. Counting expenditures 
for the Civi] Guard and security 
police and for pensions, etc., the 
total cost rises to 7,954,700,000 
pesetas, or 47.41 per cent of the 
present budget.

Some of the hitherto undisclosed 
deals behind the purchase by Na- 
tional of an interest in the St. 
Louis Public Service Co. came to 
light yesterday in documentary 
evidence submitted by the prosecu- 
tion. One of the Government's ex- 
hibits was a letter written by W. 
Ralph Fitzgerald, an officer of 
National, to the Phillips Petroleum 
Co., another defendant, on Oct. 3, 
1940. 


St. Louis Purchase. 

In the letter, Fitzgerald, a 
brother of E. Roy Fitzgerald, 
president of National and one of 
the defendants, announced to Phil- 
lips that National planned to ac- 
quire an interest in St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co. “to an extent not 
yet definitely determined.” He 
asked that Phillips release Na- 
tional from the obligations of the 
sales contract of July 14, 1939, and 
the investment contract of July 16, 
1939, “so far as said contracts 
might otherwise apply to the St. 
Louis Public Service Co.” 

The two contracts referred to in 
the letter were agreements where- 
by Phillips, in return for investing 
from $300,000 to $500,000 in pre- 
ferred stock of National, was given 
the exclusive right to supply all 
gasoline and oil requirements of 
National’s operating companies in 
Phillips territory — the Midwest 
generally. 

Apparently the announcement 
and request was no great surprise 
to Phillips, as indicated by an- 
other Government exhibit—an in- 
teroffice inemorandum taken from 
the Phillips files. 

Dated Sept. 14, 1940, the memo- 
randum noted: “The supplying 
companies have agreed to give Na- 
tional City Lines a letter to the 
effect that St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. will not be considered as 
a party to the present sales con- 
tract 

Stock Purchase by Suppliers. 

After discussing a proposal to 
form a Missouri corporation that 
would hold the stock of Public 
Service Co. and to which Phillips 
would make a loan, the memo- 
randum reported this scheme had 
been abandoned in favor of an- 
other: “Supplying companies to 
buy preferred stock of National 
City Lines and National City Lines 
would invest the $1,000,000 in the 
proposed Missouri corporation in 
the form of common stock and

securities. 

“The verbal commitment be- 
tween National City Lines and 
Phillips Petroleum Co. is still in 
effect,” the memorandum stated. 

As e. matter of fact, National be- 
gan buying into Public Service in 
1940, presumably taking the stock 
ir its own name.

plainly negligent. 

Roosevelt lectured Dies at length, 
and the chairman reluctantly 
agreed to clear all future hearings 
with the Attorney General.’ Dies 
agreed, he told us, . . purely 
because of the international situ- 
ation.” 

Quietly, and I believe quite effi- 
ciently, we continued our long in- 
quiry into Japanese spying along 
the Pacific Coast and in Hawaii. 
By the middle of June 1941, our 
case was complete. Dies, then in 
Jasper, Tex., informed the Justice 
Department that he planned to be- 
gin hearings on the Japanese case 
July 1. He outlined what we had 
discovered. 

The Justice Department's re- 
ply came a few days before the 
scheduled opening of our hear- 
ings. It was signed by Acting 
Attorney General Matthew Mc- 
Guire and informed Dies that 
the Department, after discussing 
the question with the President 
and Secretary Hull, could not 
give us permission to hold such 
hearings. 


For the remainder of my life 
I will always believe that our 
disclosures would have aroused 
enough alarm among the people 
to have caused the Japanese to 
abandon their planned attack on 
Pearl Harbor. If Pearl Harbor 
could not have been prevented, 
then I believe our disclosures 
would have prepared America 
more adequately for the diffi- 
cult days ahead.

Bridge

HE composition of the North- 


South hands in today’s deal 
made it difficult for the part- 
ners to reach game, but one thing 
is sure—South did not make a 
very impressive effort! 
West, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable, 
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The bidding: 
West North East South 
Pass Pass 19 1@(!) 
Pass Pass Pass 

West opened the heart ten, and 
declarer was able to clean up that 
suit in short order, ruffing the 
third round in dummy. Now when 
the spade jack was led, East went 
right in with the ace and returned 
another heart, hoping to build a 
trump trick for his partner, but 
South ruffed with the spade ten 
and easily drew the outstanding 
trumps. He then finessed against 
the club jack, to dummy’s ten- 
spot, and when this forced East's 
ace, the hand was over, with 
South making four tricks above 
His contract. 

It is quite true that with the 
club jack less favorably placed, 
and with an inspired trump open- 
ing by West, even a four-spade 
contract might have come to 
grief, and it is equally true that 
it was difficult to reach a game 
contract by strictly logical meth- 
ods of bidding. Without question 
or doubt, however, South did not 
show the enterprise that this hold- 
ing amply warranted! His one- 
spade overcall of one heart was 
woefully inadequate; with a hand 
as strong as his, the very least 
South could afford to do was 
overcall with two spades, thus 
urging North to raise or otherwise 
respond on a hand short of the 
normal requirements. 

However, the better tactic for 
South was to double one heart, to 
show the spade suit. Indeed, 
South’s potential’ strength was 
such that he could strain a point 
and, having doubled one heart, 
jump to three spades over North's 
two-diamond or two-club response 
to the double.
